The four United States airplanes fly- 
ing from New York to Nome, Alaska, 
stopped for a short time at Saskatoon, 
where the aviators were the guests of 
honor at a banquet given by the Ro- 
tary club, and were also welcomed by 
th city officials, Mayor Young gave 
the address of welcome. 


Edison Sends Message in Morse 


For the first time in fifteen years 
Thomas A. Edison sent a telegraph 
message which is to be recorded on an 
indestructible record and kept for 
posterity. The message was as fol- 
lows: ‘Amid the activities of a busy 
life, full of expectation, hopes and fears 
my thoughts of early associations with 
my comrades of the dots and dashes 
have ever been to me a delight and 
pleasure. I consider it a great plea- 
sure to record in Morse characters on 
an indestructible disc this tribute to 
my beginnings on electricity through 
the telegraph, and with it a Godspeed 


to the fraternity throughout the 
world,” 
Resolute is Winner 

Shamrock IV in the final race of 


the series received the most serious 
drubbing it has yet had, the Resolute 
winning boat for boat by thirteen min- 
utes and 45 seconds—and once again 
America's Cup remains in the United 
States. Sir Thomas Lipton voiced 
what appeared to be the unanimous 
verdict of yachtsmen who had seen 
the races when he declared tonight 
that “the best boat won.” 


Large Auction of Horses in Moose Jaw 

One thousand, five hundred and 
sixty-two horses were sold through the 
Southern Saskatchewan Co-operative 
Stock Yards at Moose Jaw recently, 
the sale was the largest ever held in 
Western Canada. The ‘otal purchase 
price represented by the sale runs into 
over $100,000. Buyers were pres- 
ent from Winnipeg, Dauphin, Souris, 
Melville, Canora, Yorkton, Calgary, 
Regina, Saskatoon and Prince Albert, | 
and a large crowd attended the public 
sale. Owing to crop and weather con- 
ditions the prices obtained were not as 
good as were expected. The average 
horse did not sell at a high figure but 
the good horses sold well. President 
Grayson of the stock yards expressed 
himself tonight ae well satisfied with | 
the result of the sale and stated that | 
the prices received for the good horses | 
demonstrated the fact that irrespective 
of the number of horses the best price 
will always be obtained for the really 
good animal. He stated also that the 
horse sale business was only a side line 
of the stock yards as the big business 
is done in cattle and hogs.

Body of Infant Found 

The body of the Holmes infant, lost 
in the recent cyclone disaster near Fro- 
bisher, was found more than half a 
mile from where the house stood. It 
was placed in the vault at Frobisher 
awaiting inquest and burial. Mr. 
Holmes is still living but in a precari- 
ous condition. 


Black Beetles Cause Worry 

Just as the grasshoppers in Saskat- 
chewan have been put out of business 
it is found that the black blister beetle 
has taken to attacking potatoes. It is 
a much larger variety than the com- 
mon blister beetle and more attractive 
in appearance. 'ts wings being cov- 
ered with a beautiful purplesheen, M. 
P, Tullis, field crops commissioner 
states that both varieties of beetle may 
be destroyed by the use of a poison 
spray consisting of Paris green or 
white arsenic mixed to a thin paste 
with water, In-another container 80 
to 100 gallons of water should be mix- 
ed with three pounds of slacked lime. 
This is mixed with the poison paste 
and the mixture sprayed on the foliage 
attacked, Itl should be kept constant- 
ly stirred while in use. A new pest to 
Saskatchewan also is the sugar beet 
worm, which is reported from such 
widely scattered points as Denzil, Pri- 
mate and Agsiniboia, This caterpillar 
is very fond of pig weed and equally 
so of gardgn vegetables, It is small 
and very active, They travel in large 
armies, and nothing stops their line 
of march. It is stated they will even 
climb up the walls of a house and go 
over the roof rather than go around, 


One farmer states that he is obliged 
to keep the windows and doors of his 
house shut on this account. A good 
way to destroy these creatures is to 
dig a trench in the line of march with 
holes bored in the bottom of the trench 
As the insects gather in the holes they 
can be killed with kerosene or pounded 
with a post, Spraying or the use of 
poison bait will aleo get rid of them. 


Murdered Missionary 


It is reported that while endeavor- 
ing to protect the women and children 
of his station, Rev. Wm. Reimert of 
New Tripoli, Penn., missionary to 
China, was murdered by revolutionary 
soldiers of the empire. 


Negroes Gather to Meet Johnson 
After a voluntary exile of eight 
years Jack Johnson was hurried to 
Mliet penitentiary, on his arrival near 
Chicago when it wae learned that 2,000 
negroes had gathered to give him a 
welcome. When the train reached 
Chicago police reserves were forced to 
beat the crowd back with clubs to 
tlear a passage for Lucille Cameron 
Johnson, the white wife of the 
pugilist. Mrs, Johnson appeared wear- 
ing a bright red hat, a blue serge suit

and clasping a Mexican hairless dog 


Policemen put Mrs. Johnson and her 
eight suitcases into a brace of taxi- 
cabe and assisted her out of the crowd. 


Widow Feels Lonesome and Weds 


A few weeks ago Nick Stevick was 
found hanging from the ceiling of the 
stable at the rear of his house and it 
was believed that he had taken his 
life because of his inability to pay 
Klang for three teams of horses which 
he had purchased. Just recently Mrs. 
Stevick, of Winnipeg, was married to 
Klang. The wedding celebration, ac- 
cording to the Ruthenian custom, be- 
gan on Saturday afternoon and con- 
tinued well into Sunday night. 


No Further Negotiations With Russia 

Great Britain has sent a very definite 
message to the Soviet Government to 
the effect that no more trade delega- 
tions need be sent by them to London 
with any expectation of a hearing un- 
til Russia has put a stop to her mili- 
tary operations against Poland. The 
message contained an expression of 
amazement at the continued offensive 
of the Soviet and carried a very plain 
hint that until this aggressiveness were 
discontinued Russia need not hope for 
equitable treatment from Great Britain.

B. C. Town Almost Wiped Out 

There was recently a terrific fire at 
Ladner, B.C., which did a great amount 
of damage. The Currie Williams’ can- 
nery, a store, the manager's residence 
and about forty houses occupied by 
Japanese employees were destroyed, 
The loss is calculated at about $100,- 
000.00. The loss also includes 6,000 
cases of this year’s pack of salmon 
and a large amount of nets and gear. 
Volunteers from the town and district 
fought the fire, but without success. 
The plant was the property of the 
British Columbia Packers’ association 
and was busy on this year's run of fish. 
It may not be rebuilt. 


Hon. W. L. M. King to Visit West 

The itinerary of Hon/ W. L. Mac- 
kenzie King, Liberal leader, in the 
western provinces has not yet been ar- 
ranged, but is stated that his tour 
will occupy two months from the time 
of his departure\ from Ottawa, If the 
present, preliminary plans are adhered 
to, Mr. King will go through to the 
coast with little delay and do most of 
his speech-making on his return trip. 
Practically all the larger cities and 
towns will be covered by the tour, by 
the middle of November. Afterwards 
Mr. King expects to do some speaking 
in the eastern provinces, 


Two Accidental Deaths in Calgary 
During the week-end, George A. 
Place of Calgary, a returned soldier, 
known as ‘‘Alex., The Handcuff King” 
was drowned in Chester Mere Lake, 
while bathing on Sunday. Roy Tun- 
nis, a teamster, drank a quantity of 
carbolic acid from a bottle. which he 
thought contained brandy. He died 
in great agony in less than an hour. An 
inquest will be held in each case. 


Europe Requires Much Wheat 


It is reported that the wheat re- 
quirements of France this fall will ap- 
proximate at least thirty-six million 
bushels, the demand in other countries 
apart from Great Britain will also be 
considerable and prices are expected 
to reach a higher level than last year 
when the chief purchasers abroad were 
the allies. Governments overseas this 
year will not co-operate to the shme 
extent in buying. 


Says He Killed His Mother 


Seven years ago at Owen Sound, 
Ontario, there was a terrible tragedy. 
The body of Mrs. Love, wife of a 
prosperous farmer was found beaten 
to death with apparently some kind of 
club. The husband was accused of 
the crime and was hanged for it. The 
son, then fifteen years of age was one 
of the chief witnesses, Just recently, 
this young man, after attending some 
evangelistic services in the neighbor- 
hood, professes to have been convicted 
of his sin and has confessed that he 
was the perpetrator of the crime; that 
it was he who killed his mother be- 
cause he was annoyed at her inter- 
ference in making him do some chores 
when he was anxious to get out and 
have some fun. It is asserted that the 
detectives almost bullied the lad into 
saying that it was his father who had 
committed the crime.. It is suspected 
that Arnell Love, the young man in 
question, is of somewhat unsound 
mind, and his confession is doubted. 


Worried Over Prospects of 
Crop Failure 

It is believed that Walter E. Wil- 
liams, a farmer of the Mossbank dis- 
trict worried so much over the pros- 


pects of having no crop that he 
took his life. His body was 
found in his shack by provincial 


police Constable Inglis who states that 
apparently Williams sought death by 
taking poison. 


Express Company After Increase

Coal Held in Dominion 
A brief order of the Board of Rail- 


way Commissioners that there is to be 
no export of coal from the Atlantic, 
St. Lawrence River and Gulf points of 
Canada, except to the United States 
or Newfoundland, unless otherwise 
permitted, and in accordance with reg- 
ulations to be promulgated by the 
board. This order, which is signed by 
Hon. F. B, Carvell, chief commissioner, 
will become effective on and after 
August 1. Other steps looking to the 
conservation of fuel supplies are being 
considered by the board and special 
efforts are being made in conjunction 
with the United States authorities to 
increase the movement of coal from 
the mines to Canada, The threatened 
shortage of coal is to a large degree 
more a matter of transportation than 
an actual dearth, 


Proposals to Operate Alberta Tar Sand 

It is stated that proposals,are on 
foot for the reduction of the tar sands 
known to exist by billions of tons along 
the Athabasca river in Alberta. It is 
estimated that huge quantities of gaso- 
line, kerosene, naptha, bitum, tar and 
lubricating and fuel oils can be secur- 
ed. By an order in council gazetted 
last week the lands containing these 
sands were withdrawn from sale, set-

A FURTHER DISCUSSION 
FOR CHURCH-GOING 
PEOPLE 


To The Editor: 


In reply to letter of Rev. W. P. 
Spooner of Cupar, re Church 
Union, published in a recent issue 
in which strong exception was 
taken to certain statements of 
mine, | respectfully offer the fol- 
lowing observations. 

In the first place I am pleased 
to note that the first press report 
of the union vote at last General 
Assembly did not give the exact 
finding of the court and it was 
on this first report that my article 
was based. Corrected reports’ of 
the proceedings give a slightly 
different aspect to the matter and 
it is now fairly centain that defi- 
nite action on this vital question 
will be taken at next General As- 
sembly. 


My assertion that the Eldership 
of the eastern churches were larg- 
ely responsible for the blocking of 
union negotiations is amply borne 
out by an analysis of the vote, as 
published in the Blue Books of 
the Presbyterian Church. My 
contention is that these brethren 
while they may have been per- 
fectly sincere, were not aware of 
real conditions. ‘East is East 
and West is West’’ in Church 
matters, as in other departments 
of our complex civilization. Ad- 
aptability has always been charac- 
teristic of the successful pioneer, 
and should the church concerned 
refuse to meet conditions then 
there is little doubt that the 
thirty “‘Union"’ churches new ex- 
isting will be largely added to in 
the near future. The writer visit- 
ed some two years ago the Union 
Church at Conquest, and could 
not help contrasting the beautiful 
church building, up-to-date Sun- 
day schoolroom and comfortable 
manse, all lit by eelctricity, and 
replete with every convenience,

Yet I venture to affirm that 
there are people working in the 
churches today and taking active 
part in all such affairs, who are 
as sincere in their beliefs as either 
Knox or Wesley. In the great 
and glorious west we no longer 
magnify our differences, but 
seek broad platforms on which 
we can all agree. In things es- 
sential, unity. In things non-es- 
sential, liberty, and in all things 
charity, is the motto that goes 
with success in church work in 
the west. 


Rev. Mr. Spooner asks where 
the schoolroom was where four- 
teen sects were represented at one 
service. The time was a beauti- 
ful Sunday morning in 1904, 
near a small railway siding called 
Makaroff. A great land rush 
was then at its height and most of 
the sects were homeseekers from 
across the line, a party of Douk- 
habours marching by were in 
vited to stay and sang beautifully 
at the close of the service. I ad- 
mit the occasion was exceptional, 
but it actually took place, the 
presence of the Doukhabours led 
some one to suggest that a rough 
census of the religions represent- 
ed be taken and fourteen were 
found to be present. The writer 
rode the plains as a pioneer mis- 
sionary for six years and had 
experiences similar to those men- 
tioned in the article. 


As to the west waiting / until 
the eastern colleges rearrange 
their curriculum, it should not be 
forgotten that there are theologi- 
cal colleges at Vancouver, Ed- 
monton, Saskatoon and Winnipeg 
staffed by men in close touch 
with western conditions and quite 
capable of guiding the wise men 
of the East ithe way they should 
go. 


Students of Manitoba and Wes- 
ley colleges, Winnipeg, already 
attend lectures on certain sub- 
jects under the same professors, 
and why not? 


In conclusion from the land 
and city of John Knox comes the # 
amazing news that the ‘Auld 
Kirks’"’ and the ‘Frees’ are all 
once more uniting after seventy 
years and that the amalgamating 
bodies are revising their creed 
to meet the needs of a new age.” 
As the son of an Elder in St. 
Luke's Parish Church, Edinburgh, 
I have stood first on one foot and 
then on the other while Rev. 
Ronald MacPherson prayed for 
twenty minutes, before the con- 
gregation sat down to sing th® 
opening Psalm. I know some- 
thing of the bitterness that existed 
between ‘Auld Kirk"’ and ‘‘Free” 
when people in a village would 
be good friends all the week and 
then walk down opposite sides of 
the street going to church on 
Sunday. If churches such as 
these can shake hands “to meet 
the needs of a new age,” surely 
Canada can do likewise.

THE BLUE FAWN, A HUMAN 
STORY OF LOVE AND DE.- 
SPAIR—A TRAGEDY OF 
THE PLAINS 


(By Totose Apwe.)

It was Spring 1887. 
“At last my pretty Blue Fawn.” 


This was Silver Trail's solilo-| 


quy, as he stood before the skele- 
ton frame of a log cabin, erected 
in the centre of his little five- 
acre homestead, and on which he 
had spent weeks of toil in bring- 
ing it to its present state of com- 
pletion. The carefully tilled soil 
of his little farm had been sown 
with wheat a few days previous- 
ly, and had been enclosed by a 
strong rail fence as a protection 
for the newly sprouted crop from 
the ravages of wandering droves 
of cattle and horses. 


On his little house he had put 
all the labour that the primitive 
ideas of the time demanded from 
him. The finishing touches mus 
now be added by his mother with 
the voluntary assistance of her 
female relatives. This would 
consist in the deft application of 
a plaster composed of a mixture 
of mud-mortar and prairie grass, 
and over all a coating of white 
clay. 


This part of the contract was 
left for the fall season to receive 
attention after the logs had been 
exposed to the drenching showers 
and bleaching rays of the sun, 
during the warm summer months. 
It was with a picture of the fin- 
ished dwelling in his mind that he 
had exclaimed ‘‘And now, my 
pretty Blue Fawn.” 


Silver Trail was the son of 
Big Sky, a headman of Little 
Black Bear's band. Blue Fawn 
was the daughter of Stem Child 
of Star Blanket’s band. This 
handsome, stalwart Cree was an 
expert with trap, axe and gun. 
His ambition to excel in the white 
man's methods of farming had 
been observed favorably by the 
Government officials, who watch- 
ed his career with interest. 


Blue Fawn was the pride of 


her parents—and of hey grand- 
mother ‘‘Pee-ay-sis."’ Pretty be- 
yond the average Indian girl, 


plump in figure, a happy smiling 
face, coal black hair, sparkling 
eyes, dressed in the customary 
bright red cotton skirt, girdled 
by a heavy leather belt generous- 
ly studded with brass tacks, moc- 
casins, deftly trimmed with beads 
of various Colors, not overlooking 
anklets of red flannel of even a 
brighter hue than her skirt, she 
attracted the attention of more 
than one of the embryo chiefs 
who assembled at the Government 
ration house semi-weekly to share 
in the distribution of flour, bacon 
and beef so bountifully supplied 
by the Great White Mother. 


Silver~Trail's father had long 
known of his son's wish concern- 
ing the Indian girl. ‘It is now 
time, father, to arrange for our 
marriage,’ said’ the youth on his 
arrival home that evening. The 
shadow of a smile passed over 
the father's countenance as he 
endeavored to conceal the pleas- 
ure he felt at thought of an alli- 
ance between his eldest born and 
a descendant of the Great Treaty 
Chief Ready Bow. 


Early the following morning 
Big Sky might have been seen 
leading the most valuable pony 
of his herd along the road to the 
adjoining reserve. Arriving at 
a point fifty yards or more from 
Stem Child's tent he quietly 
tethered the animal and returned 
home. 


It may be safely assumed that 


tfrom some concealed position 
‘Silver Trail watched eagerly for 
| developments. 


This little manoeuvre on Big 
Sky's part needed no explanation 
to any one at ail familiar with 
tribal customs. If the horse was 
removed by Stem Child before 
\the grass within the area describ- 
ed by the tether rope, as a radius 
was consumed, this signified his 
acceptance of the offer thus made 
for his daughter's hand, other- 
wise it must be understood that 
negotiations were off. Next 
morning Big Sky's favorite horse 
was in Stem Child's herd and the 
friends of the contracting parties 
were free to discuss the very 
latest social event of the little 
community. 


| The 


following week Silver 


Trail and his bride took up their 
abode for the summer months in 
a brand new tent. 


In July came the occasion of 
so much importance to every 
treaty Indian, the day when for 
every man, woman and child the 
public treasury bestows an an- 
nuity of five dollars to be con- 
tinued ‘while the sun shines and 
the waters flow." This was an 
auspicious day for Silver Trail. 
When Big Sky presented his an- 
nuity ticket he was told by the 
agent, “You will receive today 
five dollars less than before for 
the reason that you son will in 
future draw his own annuity un- 
der a new ticket.” To Stem 
Child he said: “Your daughter 
will now take her annuity with 
her husband."’ Then sending for 
Silver Trail, the agent took his 
hand in the presence of the as- 


your father's roof, and must, now 
take the monéy due to yourself 


and your young wife.

I hope to see you some day one of 
the chief men among your people.

This official recognition so pub- 
licly shown was highly gratifying 


to Silver Trail and his friends who, 


lustily expressed heir apprecia- 
tion by their customary exclama- 
tion, How! How! How! 


Summer passed, Autumn went, 
and Winter came and as the weeks 
and months slipped away Silver 
Trail and Blue Fawn lived and 
loved and planned and toiled and 
during the long evenings of 
cold season made 
their friends,

And then a cloud of sorrow 
came. A serpent found entrance 
to their Eden. Among the many 
guests entertained in their cosy 
home no one was more welcome 
or.received more cordially than 
an attractive young widow named 
Red-Weasel. One fine morning 
in late March when the snow was 
fast disappearing from the hill- 
tops Silver Trail was seen hitch- 
ing his horse to an Indian sleigh, 
after which, without giving any 
hint of his intended’ movements 
he drove hurriedly across to Red 
Weasel's door and before the 
few onlookers could grasp the 
situation the guilty pair were 
speeding snuthward and soon 
were lost to view among the hills. 


Blue Fawn thus deserted return- 
ed to the shelter of her mother’s 
home. 


Some weeks later the Mounted 
Police authorities at Qu’Appelle 
reported to the agency that the 


wanderers who had been leading 


an idle, dissolute life around the 
town had been ordered back to 
the reservation. } 


If Silver Trail, on reaching 
home cherished the hope of a wel- 
come from Blue Fawn he was 
doomed to awful disappointment. 
Instead he found that his house 
was closed and deserted. Friends 
of both families strove in vain to 
bring about a reconciliation. ““My

ABOUT EXTRAVAGANGE/For Busy People 


Alderman. Frank Freeze, of 
‘Calgary, who is manager of the 
Canadian Credit Men's Associa- 
tion here, warns the city that it 
is drifting towards a receivership. 
He «gives as his grounds for this 
assertion the fact that the city 
spent a million dollars more last 
year than it received in income 
and that it is spending a million 
and a quarter more this year than 
its revenue will be. He advises 
the most rigid economy and the 
cutting out even of essentials yn- 
til such time as the situation has 
been cleared. He claims that the 
tax arrears are too heavy and that 
not more than half of them will 
ever be met. 


The Spitzer Rorik company, of 
New York, which advanced the 
city money on:the arrears of 1918 
is now-clamoring for its due. But 
it stated when advancing the 
money that it could be returned 
when the rates were favorable. 
The city has collected $225,000 
of the arrears and to send this 
money to New York would cost 
$25,000. The city does not con- 
sider that this rate of 12 to 15 per 
cent. against Canadian money is 
favorable and‘so it is holding off 
its remittance. The company is 
insisting that it be paid and_ the 
municipality replies that it is 
bound by the condition which 
the company volunteered namely 
of making the remittance when 
the rate became favorable and the 


rate has not become favorable. Ifj 


the company would accept Can- 
adian funds the remittance would 
be made forthwith.

Man Killed in Train Wreck 

As the result of a freight train wreck 
which occurred on the Grand Trunk 
Pacific railway west of Edmonton, 
when a freight train jumped the track 
near Magnolia bridge across the Pem- 
bina river shortly after eight o'clock, 
a few mornings ago. The wreck oc- 
curred as the result of a heavy wash- 
out in the neighborhood of Pembina 
bridge following the late heavy rains 
of the last two days. Freight cars are 
reported to have left the tracks and to 
have been ditched. Medical men and 
wrecking crews left for the scene as 
soon as the information was received. 


Earthquake in Los Angeles 

A sharp earthquake shock occurred 
in Los Angeles recently. It rattled 
down town windows and awakened 
prisoners in the county jail, who im- 
mediately set up a howl to be released. 
No damage was done, however.

Soviet Ready to Talk of Peace 


Premier Lloyd George has recently 
confirmed, in the House of Commons, 
the reports that the Russian Soviet 
Government had sent the British Gov- 
ernment a note accepting the proposal 
made by Great Britain for a peace 
conference in London between the 
Soviet and the péwers engaged in hos- 
tilities against the Soviet. The sov- 
iet also suggested that representatives 
of the leading powers attend the allied 
conference. Mr. Lloyd George also 
stated that he was very hopeful of 
peace and that since the Russian Gov- 
ernment had agreed to the Polish ar- 
mistice Great Britain had withdrawn 
her objections to the sovict trade dele- 
gation proceeding to London. It is 
understood that Premier Lloyd George 
will meet Premier Millerand of France 
at Boulogne on Juesday, to discuss the 
Russian proposal that the allies hold 
a conference with the Russian soviet 
government.

The Capture of Riel 


When by the fall of Batoche 
Riel saw that the day was lost his 
chief anxiety was apparently for 
his own personal safety. He es- 
caped from Batoche with a half- 
breed named Gabriel Dumont. 
The latter made his way across 
‘the American boundary where he 
was free from pursuit. 


A scouting party of mounted 
men was sent out to scour the ad- 
jacent woods. Two of these, 

armstrong and Tom Hourie, soon 
came upon Riel and took him a 
prisoner. When captured he 
produced General Middleton's 
letter promising him protection 
on condition of his surrender. The 
captors, uncertain of what the atti- 
tude of the troops might be _ to- 
wards Riel, stealthily kept him 
out of — sight until to the 
camp when they succeeded in 
bringing him into the General's 
tent. -—The prisoner was deeply 

‘ateful for the guard placed over 
‘him, entertaining as he did, 
strong fear that he might receive 
bodily harm, not only from the 
volunteers, but from his own peo- 
ple and the Indians, many of 
whom were incensed that he had 
led them into so much trouble.

“Louis Riel you have been de- 
fended with great ability, and by 
a jury who have shown almost un-

You 
have proved to have let loose the 
floodgates of rapine and blood- 
shed; you have \aroused the In- 
dians and you have brought. mis- 
ery and ruin to many families who 
if left alone were in comfort and 
on the road to affluence. It is 
true that the jury have asked Her 
Majesty to give your case merci- 
ful consideration, but | cannot 
hold out any hope that Her 
Majesty will open her hand of 
clemency. All the suggestion or 
advice I can offer you is to pre- 
pare to meet your end.”’ 


Respites Granted 


The date of execution was fixed 
for September 18, but owing to 
an appeal to the Court of the 
Queen's Bench, and to the Privy 


Council of England,’ two respites 
were granted, the first to Novem- 


ber 10, the sectond to November 
16, when Riel paid the final pen- 
alty of his deeds. 


Peter Hourie 


Reference has been made_ in 
our account of Riel’s capture to 
Tom Hourie. This stalwart, who 
years afterwards closed his life in 
the Yukon, was the son of that 
worthy and venerable patriarch of 
the prairies, Peter Hourie, whom 
to meet was a privilege and whom 
to know was at once a pleasure 
and an honor. He was known 
among the Indians as ‘'Cheway- 
gen Absees” or “‘Little Dragon 
Fly.” 


At the outbreak of the Rebel- 
lion it was recognized by Gover- 
nor Dewdney and those associat- 
ed with him in the administration 
of Indian affairs that no one in 
the whole North West would pos- 
sibly be of greater service to Gen-' 
eral Middleton than Peter Hourie.

A SUGGESTION TO SEAGER WHEELER 


Seager Wheeler has performed miracles in respect to the 
breeding of wheat. By his exhibits at Exposition, he has estab- 
lished beyond all question Western Canada’s claim to be the 
premier wheat producing country of the world; and by the evo- 
lution of ‘Red Bobs’’ wheat he has made it possible to grow that 
cereal in regions hitherto considered impossible. 


We do not know whether or not he has done any experimenting 
with corn, but if not we would respectfully suggest that his activ- 
ities could not take a more useful direction. 


The only reason why our heavy prairie land in central Sas- 
katchewan, and in certain portions of Alberta is not as valuable 
as the heavy lands of Iowa, which run from two hundred to six 
hundred dollars per acre, is that we have not yet succeeded in 
acclimatizing corn. 


Corn is one of the most valuable crops possible to an agri- 
cultural country, ‘for apart altogether from its immediate crop 
value, its production is an extraordinary stimulus to the livestock 
industry; and there is no more permanent basis of agricultural 
wealth, both individual and collective. 


Corn, as it is known on the American continent, was original- 
ly a semi-tropical product, originating probably in Mexico. It 
has been gradually acclimated until it has spread to the northern 
States and across the boundary into eastern Canada. It flourishes 
in the middle western States where the seasons are not a great deal 
less severe than our own, and it has been the source of great 
agricultural prosperity. 


It should, therefore, be an incomparably easier task to 
habituate the corn now grown in Iowa and the Dakotas to our 
western Canadian soil and climate than it was to acclimatize the 
corn originating in Mexico to the northern States of the American 
Union. 


Seager Wheeler is the one man of all others in the west to 
accomplish this, and if he achieves the task he will have added 
immeasurable wealth to the resources of his countrymen. 


THE GREAT CUP RACE 


The greatest attraction in the sporting world during the past 
two weeks has been the great race between England and America 
for the Cup emblematic of the sailing championship of the world. 


This cup was won by the New York Yacht Club, and has 
been retained by them ever since in spite of repeated 
efforts on the part of British yachtsmen to regain it. 


The most notable figure in the endeavor to lift the Cup is 
Sir Thomas Lipton, who on several different occasions has cross- 
ed the seas sailing under the colors of the Royal Ulster Yacht 
Club, to see his boat, the Shamrock defeated. The yacht com- 
peting in the present race is known as Shamrock 4, and is the 
fourth boat of the name Shamrock, used by Sir Thomas in his 
efforts. A fortune has been spent on each of these vessels. 


It must be remembered that the British boat is sailing under 
a great handicap in that she must be built heavily enough to cross 
the ocean. This means that to get the speed necessary she must 
carry more sail than the American Yacht “‘Resolute."’ This caus- 
es her to be placed under a handicap of nearly seven minutes, 
which means that she must finish the race almost seven minutes 
ahead to be considered the winner. 


The first race of the present series was won by the Sham- 
rock, but it was really a ‘‘fluke’’ win as the ‘‘Resolute’’ was un- 
fortunate enough to break one of her spars and was so badly 
crippled that she was unable to continue. Incidentally, how- 
ever, it may be mentioned that the Shamrock lost the race in a 
similar way on a former occasion. 


The second race of this series was called ‘‘no race’’ as 
neither boat finished within the time limit which is six hours for 
the thirty mile course. 


The next race was won by ‘‘Resolute,’’ who crossed the line 


more than two minutes ahead of her opponent, which added to, 


the seven minutes handicap made her winner by nearly ten 
minutes, After this race there was some talk of displacing Cap- 
tain Burton of the Shamrock, but upon conference between Sir 
Thomas and the designer of the boat, he was allowed to retain 
command of the yacht. The next race was won by ‘‘Shamrock"’ 
and the supporters of the British vessel were quite jubilant, feel- 
ing that only one more race was necessary to return the coveted 
cup to the Old Land, but they were doomed to disappointment, 
however, for in the next race the American boat won, leading 
* the Shamrock from start to finish and crossing the line ahead. 


In the final race the Resolute won by a large margin of time 
and Sir Thomas Lipton again 3ailed to lift the Cup. 


THE EXAMPLE OF BRITISH COLUMBIA 


The Government of British Columbia last year adopted a 
plan to encourage industry in that province that might well be 
emulated by other local Canadian Governments, 


A fund was established which was loaned out to deserving 
@eoncerns operating on a sound basis, and which in addition to 
being engaged in industrial development were giving employ- 
ment to a number of wage-earners, An advisory council was 
formed under the direction of which the money was advanced. 

By this means a number of industries which were sorely 
handicapped for funds and had only been hobbling along were 
placed in a position to increase the manufacture of their product, 
and place it on the market to advantage; and several new con- 
cerns were started. 


During the past year loans of this 
$1,063,000.00 have been made. 


This is a new departure amongst Canadian provincial gov- 
ernments, and the experiment is being watched with great inter- 
est. Already it is bearing fruit, and even those who at first were 
inclined to criticize the scheme have become reconciled to it.

The other day a Canadian who was a guest’ at‘the Palliser 
hotel in Calgary saw that there was kippered herring on the 
menu for breakfast. 

He had never tasted kippered herring in his life and being 
rather fed up with ham and eggs and the usual breakfast dishes, 
he ordered some of the fish by way of experiment. 

He ate it, found it good, and then instituted enquiries as to 
why it was not more frequently available. 

He was informed that there were plenty of herrings suit- 
able for kippering in our Pacific waters, but that there was not 
a great deal being done in that direction—that the market was 
not very extensive anyway. 

There is a pretty good example of the way in which we 
miss our opportunities. 

There is nothing more toothsome than a well cured and 
cooked kippered herring, and it should not be difficult to estab- 
lish a market. Just so soon as our prairie people learned about 


its edible properties kippers would be in demand all right. 


The Pacific waters around the shores of British Columbia 
are simply alive with the silver shoals—indeed at certain seasons 
of the year when they set in shore the harbour at Nanaimo and 


other inlets along the coast are full of them,—and kippering is 
by no means an expensive undertaking. There is a fortune for 


those who engage in the business and a sure way to reduce the 
cost of living.

At the Aberdeen Angus sale, 
Black Bird Glencairn, champion 
cow at the Brandon fair, was bid 
in by C. H. Richardson, of Bow- 
den, Alberta., for the sale record 
price of $3,000. 

On Shadeland Ericka, another 
of the McGregor herd, and a big 
prize winner at the fair, bidding 
commencd at $1,000 and seemed 
to lag. After an announcement 
by J. D. McGregor, that he 
would breed the cew to Black 
Cap McGregor, the bidding jurnp- 
ed $500, and the animal was 
knocked down to D. McArtell, 
Russell, Man., for $1,700.

PADDY NOLAN’S TWO VOTES 


A good many years ago the late ‘‘Paddy’’ Nolan, was a 
candidate for the Territorial Legislature in the constituency of 
East Calgary. Mr. Nolan was not then so well known as he was 
at a later period, and he did not get very many votes. At Glei- 
chen only about two men voted for him. 


Many years afterwards when he had achieved his remark- 
able reputation before judge and jury, profession ‘al business 
called him to Gleichen. He was sitting in the hotel, and wiling 
away the time by swapping reminiscences with the usual bunch 
holding down the chairs.

PROFESSOR MACOUN A GREAT CANADIAN 


A long time ago before there were either city, or towns, or 
villages or farms in the great North West, a man sat on the hill 
that overlooks the basin in which the city of Calgary now stands. 
There was an encampment of Blackfeet by the crossing of the 
Bow, but apart from that there was no sign of life in the valley. 


There were rumors of an impending railway that was to 
throw its steel across these trackless plains and thereby escalade 
the vastness of the Rockies. But the project was so great and so 
daunting that, except to a few men of matchless vision, its accom- 


plishment seemed impossible. 


This man was a scientist who had been sent out from Ottawa 
to examine the flora of the country and report upon the possi- 
bilities for agriculture of the prairie region. He had been amazed 
at what he had seen. Unlike Palliser, the unimpressionable 
Briton who had branded the whole prairie country as an arid 
desert, he did see the possibilities that filled him with-astonish- 
ment. He was the first man to estimate the fertility and possi- 
bilities of the heavy land region of Saskatchewan, and the varied 
resources of Southern Alberta. 


As he looked from the hill on the valley beneath him, he 
turned to one of his companions and said, 
situation for a great city."

The man, who visioned the future of the North West and 
who was the first to make a correct estimate of it, was John 
Macoun; Dominion botanist, who died near Victoria, B.C., 
week, in his 90th year. 


last 
His memory deserves the deepest grati- 
tude at the hands of his countrymen, for it is doubtful if the 
North West ever had a more intelligent advocate. 


His nearly forty years ago still stand as 
samples of conciseness and accuracy, and time and conditions 


reports made 


have amply vindicated his conclusions. 


Mr. Macoun was born in Ireland 89 years ago, and at the 
age of eighteen came to Canada. For seven long years—the 
length of time that Jacob served for Leah—he put in a tedious 
apprenticeship on an Ontario farm. He had always been inter- 
eated in botany and natural history, and during the few short 
hours he could take from farm work he was studying the plant 
life and the animals indigenous to the country. 


After leaving the farm he took up his studies in earnest. 
In 1868 he was appointed professor of botany and geology at 
Albert University of Belleville, Ontario. 


In 1872 Sir Sanford Fleming was contemplating an over- 
land trip to the North West in his capacity as engineer for the 
project of the transcontinental railway. 
known. 


The country was un- 
It had hitherto been regarded as a preserve of the great 
fur company, but no one had any idea of its agricultural or 
pastoral possibilities, 

Fleming selected Professor Macoun as the best available 
scientist in Canada to accompany this expedition. Mr. Macoun 
made a most exhaustive study of conditions, and as a result of 
his observations, the people of eastern Canada awakened to the 
fact that they had in the ‘great country lying between the Red 
River and the Rocky mountains a virgin region capable of the 
most astounding agricultural development. It was perhaps due 
more to the reports of Professor Macoun, than to any other 
agent that the Government decided to carry on construction. 

Since that time Mr. Macoun has been in the employment 
of the Dominion Government if the Department of Surveys of 
the Geological and Natural History branch. He has visited 
almost every portion of Canada in the course of his work; but 


most of it has been in the West. He was a scientist of great 
ability and honesty and his work has been of incalculable value. 

He died last week at the home of his son-in-law, Mr. Arthur 
O. Wheeler at Sidney, B. C. Mr. Wheeler was at one time a 


resident of Calgary, and has lived lon in the west. He is now 
President of the Alpine Club.
